‘In the recently-published I, M.' Customs. 


‘Trade Returns for tg02, the report relative to 
the Kowloon District is of particular interest 
to the Colony, Though the report still bears 


the name of what is now, to all intents and |: 
"| purposes, British territory, it really refers 


to the district situated jist beyond our 
which is under the surveillance 
of the Customs “Stations of ‘Taishan, 
Lintin, Shamebun, — Samun, Shaiichungy 
and Shatowkok, and the figures given 
represent the wade passing inwards or out- 
wards through these posts of control. ‘The 
net value of the year’s trade shows a decline 
of 11k. Ts, 2.34.4,342 on the net value of 
the trade for tgo1, ‘This loss is due partly 
to the change in the control of the Canton 


Native Custom House, which took’ place- 


about the 22nd February, tyo2, and partly to 
the disastrous drought which prevailed during 
Ube latter half of the same year. ‘This change 
of control did aw ay with different privileges 
‘granted to -cerlain, imports and exports, 
formerly carried by junks but which are now 
transported in foreign bottoms. ‘The drought 
checked the progress of all agricultural pro- 
ducts and brought about a complete failure 
of the autumn rice crop, ‘Hecessitating the 
importation of large quantities from neigh- 
bouring countrics, the value of which exceed:
